SAN JACINTO, Aug. 18.—Last 
evening nearly a hundred citizens met 
in Guild Hall. for the purpose of or- 
ganizing a San Jacinto Board of 
Trade. The need of such an organ#

The loss 
of pine and cedar timber amounted 
to very little.

Statc Mineralogist Pursues 
Alleged Duper. 


Declares Campaign to Protect 
Honest Mine Owners. 


Can't Always Keep Suckers 
from Taking Bait. 


Picturing Drew Haven Dunn as a 
duper of women and declaring with 
emphasis that his arrest was but the 
beginning of a determined campaign 
which means the wiping out of men 
whose fake mining operations have 
netted them thousands, State Mineral- 
ogist Aubury said yesterday some sen- 
sational disclosures are in store for 
Los Angeles. 

“Some of these duped women are 
in Los Angeles, some in Pasadena and 
others scattered through the State. 
I've gone deep into mining swindles 
and the situation is grave,” he said. 
“I've got enough mining swindle 
cases in hand to. keep me busy in the 
Los Angeles courts for four months,” 
he declared. “And if we cannot put a 
stop to this kind of robbery in the 
State courts we are going into the 
Federal courts. 

“This Dunn case is about as raw a 

thing as has ever come to my notice. 
We've got the goods on him. All we 
ask is a chance to show it. I have 
had him and his operations under sur- 
veillance several months. Complaints 
forwarded to my office in San Fran- 
cisco, mostly by women, put me to 
work on him. I was gathering evi- 
dence against him when H. L. Thorn- 
ton bit. 
“Some of the complaints are posi- 
tively pathetic. One Los Angeles 
woman mortgaged her home to buy 
$2500 worth of stock from Dunn. It 
has proved positively worthless. Her 
husband Is in a critical condition with 
heart disease. When I urged her to 
prosecute Dunn she wept and begged 
me not to make her name public.

Possession of the suffrage and participa- 
tion in the strife for office which is an in- 
evitable sequence of it would almost neces- 
sarily thrust woman from the “sphere” of 
which she is the center and the sun and 
which can no more leave its place in the 
social firmament without disorganization, 
disintegration and annihilation than Mars or 
Jupiter may forsake their orbits in the 
physical heavens to shine in unknown skies. 


Is this idea of woman’s sphere vague? Who | 


has not drunk an inspiration from the quiet, 
benign influences of home which no other 
fountain affords? Is there not one touch 
softer, one voice more suggestive than an- 
other? 

Pitiful is the condition of the man for 
whom the world is all out of doors; the man 
who is not happier and better for his home; 
the man, in a word, who does not recognize 
woman's sphere. 

The home has its petty drudgeries, but 
voting and mixing in political contests will 
not do away with them, and inventions are 
fast taking the place of flesh and bone. 
There will always be work and tears 


enough, but weariness induces rest which 


is sweet and blest, and the world has no 
cause to lament that there have lived a few 
women patient enough to stoop to the ne- 
cessities of washing little hands and faces 
and sewing on buttons. 


Concerning the bearing and rearing of 


children much might be said. There is no 
prospect that the establishment of sex 
equality in politics would reverse the law 
of maternity, although the “progressive” 


movement has done much toward nullifying 


the law and to shift the responsibility of 
our future generation of statesmen and phi- 
losophers upon the enterprising immigrants 
to whom, as the census returns show, we 
are already indebted for an overwhelming 
preponderance of youthful population. By 
some extremists the sacred little nursery 
is already looked upon with intolerance and 


contempt as an unnecessary appendage to 


weak-minded households. ~ Besides, woman 
is really not omnipotent, and if she hold 
office, and vote, and electioneer, and can- 
vass, and legislate, what time shal) she find 
for the details of domestic life, such as the 
bearing, nursing and education of children? 

Admitting the moral right of woman to 
the privilege of the ballot there yet remains 
the question whether she shall, by ignoring 
it, “lift a mortal to the skies,” or in its ex- 
ercise “drag an angel down.” 

After the subversion of woman's power, 
after the immolation of her influence and 
her self-hood upon the unholy altar of poli- 
tics the movement reacts UPON Man. Fitted 
by the physical law of mature and educated 
by custom (which has grown into a uni- 
versal.common law) to bear the burden of 
responsibility for women to @ greater or

It will invade the home and destroy its 
charm. It will not result in wiser laws or 
better government. It has conferred no 
benefit upon the frontier States that have 
adopted it.

ECIPROCITY, CREAM AND BUTTER. 
The Dingley tariff placed a duty of 20 

per cent. on cream, and this duty, amounting 
to about 15 cents a gallon, was the highest 
form of protection, for it practically prohib- 
ited the importation of cream. The Payne- 
Aldrich tariff reduced the duty from 20 per 
cent. to 5 cents a gallon (a reduction of two- 
thirds) and almost immediately American 
dairies along the border began to feel the 
competition of Canadian cream. From im- 
ports too insignificant to be made a matter 


nadian cream began to increase rapidly till 
in the fiscal year ended June 30 last they 


of $1,873,293. In other words, in that single 
year nearly $2,000,000 of American money 
for cream alone went into the pockets of 
Canadian farmers instead of into the pock- 
ets of American farmers. That was a heav 
‘Joss as one result of “tariff revisio 
ward,” but that loss, heavy as it was, is not 
a circumstance to the far heavier loss which 
will be suffered by American producers of 
cream, year after year, as long as the reci- 
procity (so-called) deal with Canada shall 
last. Nor did this loss to the American 
farmer result (says the protectionist) in re- 
ducing prices to the consumer or confer 
upon the public any benefit whatever. Nor, 
as the advocates of Canadian reciprocity 
(so-called) admit, will the deal cheapen 
prices to the American consumer. In other 
words, free cream from Canada (or free 
milk) will not mean cheaper cream or milk 
for Americans. It will cost us just as much 
to fill the baby’s bottle as before. 
It was to creameries in Michigan, New 
York and northern New England that the 
Canadian cream was shipped, but the pros- 
pect of free butter under the terms of the 
reciprocity compact has led a_ Michigan 
creamery to build a branch at Sarnia, On- 
tario, Canada, an example likely to be fol- 
lowed by many other concerns, so that 
American dairy farms, under tariff reduc 
tion, lose to Canadians a considerable por- 
tion of their market, and under reciprocity 
(so-called) we will lose a considerable por- 
tion of our creamery business as well. . 
That this reciprocity exodus will not be 
limited to Michigan creameries and agri- 
cultural industries is evident from the plans 
made by the Gorton-Pew Fisheries Com- 
pany of Gloucester, Mass., to move part of 
their extensive Gloucester plant to Louis- 
burg, Cape Breton, Nova Scotia, Canada, in 
order that the disadvantages in operating 
under the reciprocity compact may be off- 
set by the advantages in operating from 
Cape Breton or Nova Scotia, using the 


. cheaper Canadian labor to the loss of Amer-

‘product of the Canadian plant into the Unit- 
ed States free of duty. Can anyone, for 
one moment, soundly say that will be to our 
benefit in any way?

It was only after the tnsistence of 
both mothers and children that con- 
sent to teaching writing was won, 
The professor was strongly opposed 
to putting this strain upon immature 
brains of children under 7. The ap- 
paratus which had been used in 
teaching feeble-minded pupils to 
write was not cheap enough or en- 
tirely satisfactory to her, although 
results had been accomplished. So 
she set to work to simplify the meth- 
od by making letters of coarse, black 
Sandpaper which she pasted on 
smooth white cards. 

With the system practiced in the 
school, aided by these cards, children 
of 4 vears take about a month and 
a half from the beginning of prep- 
aration. After either a month or six 
week tthe average child learns to 
write all the simple words he pleases. 
After three months most of them 
write well and after six months are’ 
equal in their handwriting to chil- 
dren of the third elementary’ class 
in the public schools. 

The transition from writing to 
reading is not so very rapid. Children 
are taught, however .to read words, 
not to spell them out letter by let- 
ter. The progress from words and 
simple phrases is effected by means 
of the blackboard. Other branches of 
study have been worked out by this 
teacher with equal success and her 
methods have reached America, the 
seal of approval having been placed 
upon her work by Columbia Univer- 
sitv, where a course of Instruction is 
given. Her book “II Metodo della 
Bedagogra Sclentifica,” was pub- 
lished through Americans and from 
them she claims she has met with 
keenest interést, deepest sympathy 
and most practical advice.
